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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art neither 
teaches nor suggests a method for measuring an amount of whole parathyroid hormone in a 
sample using a substantially pure antibody or antibody fragment specific for an initial sequence 
of whole parathyroid hormone wherein said initial peptide sequence consists of a specific peptide 
sequence comprises Val-Ser-Glu-Ile-Gln-Leu-Met, and wherein at least four amino acids in said 
initial peptide sequence are part of a reactive portion with said antibody.
